Besides  teaching  English 
and  newswriting,  Miss  Kathleen  Meehan  sup¬ 
ervises  the  publishing  of  the  school  paper, 
the  Munsonian.

SCIENCE 

Miss  Frances  Andrews  is  the  teacher  of 
botany  and  also  has  a  few  English  classes. 
These  students  of  botany  are  working  in  the 
laboratory.  If  Alice  were  to  enter  the  sci¬ 
ence  department,  she  would  probably  find 
science  students  busily  engaged  in  laboratory 
work,  as  these  are.  Edward  Zetterberg, 
teacher  of  chemistry,  senior  science  and 
arithmetic,  is  interested  in  photography  as  a 
hobby.  The  chemistry  students  shown  in  the 
accompanying  picture  are  making  matches. 
Roger  S.  Lingeman,  physics  instructor,  is 
the  Magician  photographer.  He  took  most 
of  the  group  and  activity  pictures  in  the 
book.  The  boys  in  this  picture  are  studying 
advanced  physics.  Some  are  working  on 
charts  and  others  on  x-rays.  At  the  top  of 
the  next  page  you  will  see  more  physics  stu¬ 
dents.  This  group  of  physics  students  is 
studying  in  the  laboratory. 
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BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

Bookkeeping,  as  well  as  accounting  and 
business  law,  is  taught  by  Fred  Tuhey,  head 
of  the  commercial  department.  Our  senior 
social  sponsor  and  Girls’  Service  Club  spon¬ 
sor,  Mary  L.  Baldwin,  teaches  classes  in 
shorthand,  business  training,  and  typing. 
Classes  in  business  training  and  bookkeeping 
are  conducted  by  Fred  Bogart.  Classes  in 
salesmanship  and  business  training  are  taught 
by  Neil  Daily.  Aside  from  teaching,  he 
sponsors  the  Skating  Club  and  assists  with 
Magician  business.  Miss  Lorene  Turner 
teaches  typing  and  shorthand  classes  and  has 
charge  of  the  Secretarial  Club. 

Shown  here  is  a  scene  from  a  machine  cal¬ 
culation  class.  The  students  in  the  next  pic¬ 
ture  are  studying  filing  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Claude  Williams.  Miss  Ruth  Ann 
Weser  is  an  instructor  in  shorthand,  typing, 
and  business  training.  She  is  co-sponsor  of 
the  Girls’  Service  Club.  Pictured  here  is  a 
beginning  typing  class  in  action.  "The  quick 
brown  fox  jumps  over,  et  cetera.” 

Mr.  Williams,  besides  teaching  filing, 
teaches  typing,  and  is  enjoying  his  first  year 
at  Central. 

Miss  Anna  Marie  Yates,  business  sponsor 
of  the  Magician  and  junior  social  sponsor, 
teaches  machine  calculation,  office  machine 
work,  typing,  and  penmanship-spelling. 
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Before  leaving  Central,  Alice  will  prob¬ 
ably  have  taken  part  in  a  class  similar  to 
this  bookkeeping  class.  Here  also  is  a  scene 
in  another  typing  class. 

ART  AND  MUSIC 

Miss  Flora  Bilby  sponsors  the  Dauber  Club 
and  instructs  art  classes  as  illustrated  here. 
Two  of  the  pictures  show  art  groups  sketch¬ 
ing  in  the  classroom,  and  the  other  one 
shows  a  group  sketching  winter  scenes  of 
the  high  school  building  from  across  the 
street.  The  afternoon  art  classes  of  com¬ 
mercial  design  and  handicraft  are  taught  by 
Griffin  Stephenson,  otherwise  known  as 
‘'Griff.”  Mr.  Stephenson  also  designs  and  ex¬ 
ecutes  settings  for  most  of  the  plays  given 
at  the  high  school. 

The  high  school’s  well-known  musical  or¬ 
ganizations,  the  band  and  orchestra,  are  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  Glen  Stepleton. 

Here  are  some  scenes  from  the  annual  mu¬ 
sical  revue,  "Bearcat  Brevities,”  which  is  one 
of  the  most  spectacular  productions  of  the 
year.  The  talent  is  supplied  by  the  students 
and  includes  dancing,  singing,  impersona¬ 
tions,  and  comedy  acts.  Miss  Standerford, 
Mr.  Stephenson,  and  Mr.  Stepleton  are  asso¬ 
ciated  with  this  annual  show.  On  the  next 
page  is  a  stage  scene  from  the  annual  "Bear¬ 
cat  Brevities.” 
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One  of  the  new  features  of  the  music 
department  this  year  is  the  dance  band, 
shown  in  the  second  picture,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Stepleton. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Boys’  athletics  are  under  the  direction  of 
Walter  Fisher.  Mr.  Fisher  also  coaches  our 
football  and  wrestling  teams.  Miss  Kath¬ 
erine  King  supervises  physical  education 
classes  for  girls  and  sponsors  the  Girls’  Ath¬ 
letic  Association. 

HEALTH  AND  HOME  ECONOMICS 

Classes  in  clothing  and  health  education 
are  taught  by  Miss  Ola  B.  Courtney.  Miss 
Blanche  Fenimore  also  has  classes  in  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  home  economics  for  boys.  Another 
newcomer  to  the  faculty  is  Miss  Violet  Hoar, 
teacher  of  health  education,  and  assistant  in 
school  nursing.  Miss  Ella  Hollenback,  spon¬ 
sor  of  the  Ceemoh  Club,  teaches  advanced 
clothing  classes.  Miss  Martha  Jackson,  an¬ 
other  addition  to  the  teaching  staff,  super¬ 
vises  hygiene  and  nursing  classes.  Modern 
living,  one  of  the  newer  subjects  in  our 
curriculum,  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Frances  Kelly, 
along  with  with  her  advanced  food  classes. 
The  director  of  our  cafeteria,  Miss  Nell  Mas¬ 
sey,  has  a  boys’  home  economics  class.

This  picture  shows  one  of  the  units  of 
work  covered  in  hygiene  and  nursing  classes. 
Here  we  see  two  students,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Miss  Martha  Jackson,  demonstrat¬ 
ing  the  care  of  the  sick. 

This  congenial-looking  group  of  young 
men  and  women  is  assembled  in  the  high 
school  apartment  where  they  meet  daily  to 
study  modern  living.  This  is  a  compara¬ 
tively  new  subject  which  is  very  important 
in  the  home  economics  course  at  Central. 
It  deals  with  family  and  home  relationship 
and  social  problems  of  young  people. 

From  the  home  economics  department  we 
go  to  the  health  education  department, 
where  we  find  Floyd  Raisor  as  one  of  our 
instructors  and  sponsor  of  all  intramural  ac¬ 
tivities. 

Miss  Nell  Scott  also  teaches  health  edu¬ 
cation,  as  well  as  tea-room  cookery. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

The  first  floor  of  our  building  also  houses 
classes  in  industrial  arts.  Kenneth  Atchley 
conducts  classes  in  building  trades  and  mo¬ 
tor  mechanics. 

The  three  boys  shown  at  right  are  closely 
checking  a  Pontiac  motor  on  display  in  the 
auto  mechanics  shop. 
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All  classes  in  electricity  are  taught  by 
Gilbert  Blackwood.  Thamar  W.  Main,  a  fac¬ 
ulty  member  who  started  teaching  this 
semester,  conducts  classes  in  carpentry.  A 
foundation  of  drafting  is  offered,  and  the 
principles  of  this  course  are  given  by  Irvin 
Morrow. 

The  work  depicted  in  the  next  scene  is 
probably  unfamiliar  to  Alice.  Nevertheless, 
we  do  have  a  very  extensive  vocational  de¬ 
partment.  These  electricity  boys  are  look¬ 
ing  at  generators. 

The  boys  in  the  next  picture  are  working 
in  a  drafting  class. 

Another  field  is  printing,  which  is  taught 
by  Wesley  C.  Pierce.  A  number  of  boys  are 
interested  in  operating  machines.  They  have 
the  opportunity  of  learning  more  about  them 
in  the  machine  shop  classes  directed  by 
Charles  Rettig.  Woodwork  is  a  craft  chosen 
by  many  boys.  They  are  assisted  in  the  work 
by  their  instructor,  Noel  C.  Ware. 

The  boys  in  printing  classes,  such  as  the 
one  shown  below,  assist  in  the  printing  of 
the  Munsonian. 
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The  boys  in  this  machine  shop  are  using 
lathes.  Some  of  their  projects  are  handles 
for  screwdrivers  and  plug  gauges,  which  are 
made  in  the  second  semester  and  are  very 
useful  around  the  home. 

The  picture  here  shows  a  boy  using  a 
Universal  saw,  cross-cutting  a  block  of  wood 
in  the  woodwork  class. 

For  those  boys  who  are  not  interested  in 
printing,  electricity,  woodwork,  motor  me¬ 
chanics,  and  drafting,  there  is  the  building 
trades  course.  These  boys  have  taken  it  for 
two  semesters  and  are  now  working  on  model 
houses.  They  are  enrolled  in  the  classes  of 
Clyde  Wellinger,  shown  below.
